Cites Case of Alton. 

Mr. Hamlin tn his remarks pointed to the 
Chicago and Alton ag the shining example 
of all that a road should not be or do, 

“ Since 1897 the Alton has not made a single 
report of its earnings on local freight.“ he 
said.. In one year it raised its capitaliza- 
tion from $30,000 a mile to $130,000, That is 
an awful burden, and you cannot expect a 
road to charge a reasonable rate and still 
earn interest on such excess capital. 

»The statutes provide against overcapital- 
ization, and yet: in 1897 the Alton had only 
$4,000,000 of bonds, but when it reorganized 
it made its debt $40,000,000, I suppose When 
it sold its bonds it gave with them an equal’ 
amount of stock, a transaction especially 
prohibited by the law. I tell you that its 
charter ought to be forfeited. There is no 
reason why the public should pay rates in 
excess of a fair return on a fair bonded debt 
and capitalization. The public is not to be 
mulcted by high finance. This manipulation 
of stocks and bonds is condemned by évery 
general counset for every railroad in Un- 
nois.” 

Believe Illinois Rates Fair. 

“The withdrawal. of the petition to the 
railroad and warehouse commission for a 
horizontal reduction of the Illinois freight 
rates by the Illinois Shippers’ association 
is due to the efforts made by the railroads 
to convince the Chicago merchants and ship- 
pers that the compromise rates offered by the 
railroads were entirely fair. 

The proposition made by the railroads and 
accepted by the Chicago Shippers’ associa- 
tion is that terminal rates be put in effect 
from Chicago to common points south and 
east of the IIIinois river. These rates will 
be on a basis of 47 cents first class; 38 cents 
second class; 20 cents third class, and 20 

cents fourth class from Chicago to Hast St. 
Louls. These rates do not apply on business 
between interior points in Illinois. Chicago 
shippers, it is claimed, are fully protected 
by these rates against the competition of 
merchants in cities in Central Freight asso- 
elation territory west of Buffalo and Pitts- 
burg, who have been able heretofore to se- 
cure lower rates to interior Illinois and ter- 
minal points in this state than could be made 
from Chicago.
